New Leaf 


For Slimmer 


Summer's the time to turn over 
a new leaf and toss it in a salad 
You can add variety and nu­ 
trition to summer meals by try­ 
ing new greens — dandelion, Chin­ 
ese cabbage, chicory, sorrel, es­ 
carole, endive, fennel—often to be 
found in Italian markets, if not 
in your supermarket. 
For added flavor and c o l o r , 
use springs of watercress and 
parsley, crisp spinach or chard 
leaves, and you'll be adding vita­ 
mins and minerals, too. 
Small Pieces 
To make salad eating easy, in 
doors or out, tear 
leaves 
into

"Before we moved here three, 
. 
years ago for my husband’s health j \\ i t l l 
(he had bursitis and arthritis, but! 
he is now so much better), we 
owned a shoe shop in Los Angeles 
lor 41 years, and we went to St. 
James Church. We ladies raised 
a lot of money for the church by 
putting on kufta dinners e v e r y 
month. 
"Kufla is 
sometimes 
hard to 
make," Mrs. George pointed out. 
"One of .my daughters said, ‘Ma 
ma, I want to make kufta real 
good.' So she came to my house 
and we make 
it 
together very 
careful. Everything was fine, but 
later she made, it at her home 
and it was not so good. Why, 1 
don't know.” 
Mrs, George explained that a 
party menu built around kufta as 
the main dish might include Egg­ 
plant Duezmeh, pilaf. a green sal­ 
ad, and—for 
dessert — 
Cheese 
Beoreg. 
“ We don't make paklava much 
any more," she said. Paklava is 
rich 
mouth-watering 
Turkish 
pastry, and 
“ the young people, 
hey don’t want to get fat, so we 
cat more Cheese Beoreg. which 
is very nice, but not so fattening." 
Mrs. George's recipe for kufta 
will make about 25 of the small 
meat dumplings, which s h o u l d 
serve from eight to ten people. It 
is done this way; 
Kufla 
1 leg of lamb 
154 cups bulghour (fine ground 
wheat which can be purchased 
in any Greek or Armenian gro­ 
cery store) 
154 cups finely chopped onions 
1-3 cup chopped parsley 
Salt and pepper to taste 
The filling for the kufta can be 
prepared a day ahead of time as 
follows: 
Remove all fat meal from leg 
of lamb. Grind sufficient of the 
fat meat through food chopper, us­ 
ing fine blade, until 154 CUP* are 
obtained. Add chopped onion, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Fry over 
medium heat for 30 minutes, stir 
ring frequently. No oil should be 
added during cooking. When done, 
add parsley, mix well, an chill. 
The shell of the kufla is made 
by 
grinding 
the 
l e a n 
lamb 
through the food chopper twice, 
using the fine blade, until 154 CUPS 
are obtained. Place the lean meat 
in a large mixing bowl, add the 
bulghour and a very small amount 
of cold water, and knead it like 
dough for 20 minutes. 
Dip hands in cold water, roll 
meat-dough into balls the size of 
walnuts, and then dent hole in 
center with thumb and press to 
make a shell. "The thinner t h e 
shell of the kufta. the better it 
will taste." says Mrs. George. 
Place the chilled filling in the 
meat-dough shell, and bring edges 
of shell together to seal in the 
meat. Boil in broth. 
The broth in which the kufta is 
cooked is made by simmering the 
lamb bone in salted water. Strain. 
When ready to cook the kuftas. 
bring broth to a boil and drop in 
the kuftas (about 6 at a time). 
Boil for 8 minutes. Kuftas rise to 
the surface of the broth when they 
are done. 
To Make Pilaf 
Traditionally served with th e 


kuftas is pilaf 
As prepared 
by 
Mrs. George, pilaf calls for the 
addition of vermicelli, which, she 
says, adds an imeresting flavor. 
Here is her meihod of preparing 
pilaf for four people. 
Take; 
I cup quick-cooking rice 
1 cup verm icelli 
2 lbs. butter or cooking oil 
2 tsp. salt 
Brown vermicelli slowly in but­ 
ler or oil. Add rice and 2 cups 
boiling water or chicken broth. 
on Add salt, and cook in covered pan 
aver slow- heat for 20 minutes.

The swift, sure and loud expressions of 
public disappointment at Palm Springs loss 
of the projected $10 million Desert Inn de­ 
velopment has apparently produced quick 
councilmanic action which could be all to 
the good. 
Over the weekend, councilmcn in town 
and scattered all over the country vacation­ 
ing were contacted for reconsideration of the 
proposition and a tentative Tuesday night 
meeting has been set up. From this much, 
community good can come. Let us hope. 
Judging from the hundreds of phone 
calls, wires and letters to The Desert Sun 
following its editorial summation of the sit­ 
uation, the community is irately critical of 
the councilman whose interminable delays 
caused developers Alexander and Firks to 
withdraw. 
That expression was unanimous and 
clear. Unmistakably clear also was the with­ 
drawal notice of the developers. Clear, too, 
was the thinking of the councilman who 
forced the move. 


Oth er Editors 
The preliminary totals of the June prima­ 
ry election results released by Secretary of 
State Frank M. Jordan indicate that despite 
the fact there are three registered Repub­ 
licans to every four registered Democrats 
Richard M. Nixon has a definite chance of 
being elected governor of California at the 
November general election. 
The, mere fact that Republicans polled 
some 300,000 votes more than the Democrats 
in the primary, counting the Democratic 
write-in votes for the COP candidates, indi­ 
cates a lagging interest in Governor Ed­ 
mund G. Brown on the part of his Demo­ 
cratic supporters. 
There is, of course, always the argument 
that the voters fail to turn out when there 
is no contest. But this is no indication the 
Democrats are going to turn out en masse at 
the general election either. 
Jordan reported a total vote cast of 
63.53 percent at the June primary, slightly 
under the 1958 figure, which was 65.68 per­ 
cent more of California's voters to the polls. 
It is undoubtedly this 20 percent which 
will decide the gubernatorial issue. On the 
basis of registration, it could be assumed the 
Democrats would get twelve of every 20 
of the additional votes. 
But on the other hand, if the deciding 20 
percent were not interested enough to come 
out in the primaries, there is always the 
outside chance that the twelve out of 20 votes 
might go proportionately to the Republicans. 
If this should occur, coupled with the 
500,000 coverage the Republicans h a d in

Johnson as U.S. Senator and Warren as chief 
justice of the United States proved their cap­ 
abilities at least in the minds of the people. 
The third re-election, that of John Bigler, 
occurred in 1853, too early to be a factor in 
tbe state's history. At that time, terms were 
for two years. 
High placed Democrats admit priva­ 
tely the party is in trouble next November.

Russian Culture Assayed 


Ralph Kaplan Reports

WASHINGTON - "We i r e 
now again," said Democratic 
Senator Vance Hartke or "Meet 
The Press” last August 5, "in 
a position in which we are the 
champion» of the free world and 
ui the No. 1 position.” 
Then, a week later, the Rus­ 
sians orbited their two Cosmo­ 
nauts for a prolonged, coordinat­ 
ed Space voyage. It showed up 
our own modest achievements in 
manned Spcae flight to be very 
primitive indeed. It showed us to 
be far back in second place, at 
least two or three years behind, 
and perhaps closer than any­ 
body will admit to being mili­ 
tarily out flanked by an enemy 
Space platform. 
Ten years ago, writing a book 
published as “Tomorrow's Air 
Age," I was privileged to visit 
and interview numerous A i r 
Force officers and scientists in 
all the research development 
centers. My futurizing was low- 
keyed, for I was • interested in 
predicting, as I did, such every­ 
day things as jet travel, back­ 
ward facing scats, miniaturiza­ 
tion as in the transistor, n ew 
building materials and p o w e r 
plants for aircraft. But one re­ 
mark I heard again and again 
around the thinkshops now re­ 
turns to mind 
‘Rule The World' 
"The first nation to get a 
Space platform from which sur­ 
veillance can be maintained and 
atomic rockets fired, wiH rule 
the world." 
Well, the Russians have almost 
Jone it. This is no time for pan­ 
ic, for blame-laying among our­ 
selves, or for political gloating. 
If is a time to take counterac­ 
tion, and to study our own mis­ 
s e s solely for self-instruction. 


The counteraction we must 
take is to militarize our Space 
and Atomic Energy programs 
a n d 
policies. 
Administrator 
Jam es Webb of the National 
Space and Aeronautics Adminis­ 
tration, is a good-enough bureau­ 
crat, but that's all. He should be 
instantly replaced by somebody 
like Air Force General Bernard 
A. Schriever. now commander of 
the Air Force Systems C o m ­ 
mand. If there is a military man 
in any service of tougher fiber 
and better brains than Schriever, 
then let's have him. 
Little Time Left 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, is a prize-winning phy­ 
sicist. but that's not g o o d 
enough. He should be replaced 
right away by somebody like 
General Lauris Norstad, t h e 
nuclear-minded 
Supreme Com­ 
mander of NATO, now being 
transferred to other duties. 
If there is a tougher, brainier 
military man in this field than 
No r s t a d, then the President 
should trot him out. This is 
no time for favorites, for half­ 
measure men, for peace-lovers. 
In fact, there is little enough 
time left for anything except 
crash programs in the order of 
the Manhattan Project of World 
War II, which developed the A- 
bomb. 
Why are we in the fix we re 
in? There should not be any 
question in 
any 
American's 
mind. We have betrayed our­ 
selves with a drugged dream of 
Peace. We pacified our Atomic 
program beginning with the Mc­ 
Mahon Act of 1946 which handed 
atomic energy over to civilian 
control after the War Depart­ 
ment had made such a stupen­ 
dous success. 


We were once, with the atomic 
monopoly in our fists, perfect­ 
ly positioned to accomplish what 
only a world conqueror can ever 
bring off — universal disarma­ 
ment by force. We were then 
positioned, with the “ultimate" 
weapon in hand, to dictate and 
police the Pax Americana. Our 
failure to be the boss of a con­ 
quered world now brings us to a 
time when Soviet Russia is not 
far from having the equivalent 
opportunity with a Space plat­ 
form that we had with the A- 
bomb. 
Enemy Charged Forward 
When the Russians Sputniks 
flew in the Eisenhower Era, the 
first reaction was to poop-pooh 
the Soviet spectacular, and the 
second was to establish a civili­ 
an Space agency instead of a 
military one. From 
then on. 
President Eisenhower directed 
the pacification of both Space 
and Atomic Energy, while the 
enemy charged forward with 
warlike aims in both areas. 
Nobody among us is guiltless. 
All three of the postwar Presi­ 
dents 
have cried 
"P e a c e. 
Peace” in a world where there 
never was any peace. Every citi­ 
zen and commentator, if he has 
assented to these stupid blcat- 
ings. has made himself an ac­ 
cessory. 
What I am going to write now 
will surely bring the brickbats, 
but my candidate for the presi­ 
dency in 1960 was Lyndon B. 
Johnson who, whatever else, is 
a leader of men. If the Presi­ 
dent needs a Czar to preside 
over American militarization, as 
I think he does, let him take 
LBJ off the ceremonial circuit 
and harness the m an's abound­ 
ing energy to the mighty effort 
we now must make.

FRANK McCORMICK.' S. F. 
businessman — "W ith the state 
of the world as it is today, we 
need to place more, not less, 
stress on religion.” 


Despite the spectacular twin 
orbits of Russian cosmonauts Po­ 
povich and Nikolayev some peo­ 
ple still think of the Russians 
as clumsy farmers in straw shoes. 
But what happen in Russia 
now tarted with Tzar Peter the 
Great in 1669 when he reorganiz­ 
ed Russia on 'Western lines'. 
He studied techniques in Holland 
and England and upon his re­ 
turn he modernized the Rus­ 
sian armv. built a fleet, remodel­ 
ed the administration a n d the 
legal system and encouraged 
education. 
To«k 230 Years 
It took almost 230 years for 
Russia to have absorbed enough 
Western 'culture' to become the 
major power she is. Within the 
40-odd years of communist rule 
over Russia a m ajor revolution 
in terms of intellectural develop­ 
ment has taken place. Literacy, 
the result of compulsory a n d 
free education, has helped m il­ 
lions of Russians develop their 
faculties although we have no 
competent statistics as to what 
percentage actually enjoy t h e 
advantages of modern learning. 
With existing cultural exchange 
programs, we are regaled by 
Russian artists and athletes. The 
recent meet between Russian 
and American athletes left us 
breathless, observing the spec­ 
tacular sportive feats of the 
Russians. But all three areas of 
Russian endeavor. Science-Art- 
Sport have in common that they 
* arc results of training. There is 
a strange absence in Russia of 
g r e a t n e s s in the realms of 
thought, psychology, philosophy 
and even in literature there are 
few great men. In any close in­ 
vestigation of the phenomenon 
of Russian development we see 
the State as the 'trainer' of the 
scientist, the dancer, the sports­ 
man from childhood to peak per­ 
formance. Thus an elite is creat­ 
ed — even the student is paid, 
but in counterbalance there is 
the mass which does not enjoy 
these advantages. 
For Mass, Not Class 
In this country education by 
and large, is for the mass and 
not just for the class. Strange 
that it was one of the m ajor 
Marxian demands that education 
be for ‘all the people’. W i t h 
equal rights there are no pre­ 
miums given for special talent; 
we do not breed in America a 
new class of supermen as is 
done in the Soviet Union. 
Nothing is taken away from 
the achievement of Russia's 
space 
exploration yet 
facts 
should be seen in proper ¡jer- 
spective: We do not concentrate 
on either destruction or supre­ 
macy, we believe in the more 
ideological pursuit of happiness 
as m an's ultimate goal. In rhy­ 
thm with this prihcijale we be­ 
lieve in free enterprise and 
strongly feel about education un­ 
encumbered by government con­ 
trol. 
If our results — upon super­ 
ficial investigation — are not al­ 
ways as spectacular as Rus­ 
sia's, let us not grow grey hair 
over this: The goosestep is a 
more impressive spectacle than 


the less rigorous marching pro­ 
cedure of the U.S. army, but the 
intrinsic values of moral, ethic 
and meaningful living have a 
better chance to survive than 
any mechanically ac q u i r e d 
skills. 
Slow Starter 
Of course, we are impressed 
and awed by the Russian triumph 
in outer space and alarmed and 
alerted because of the military 
and 
propaganda 
advantages 
which may be gained by them. 
Democracy is a slow starter but 
has proven over the years to be 
a formidable finisher. 
Our Telstar is as giant a step 
towards the conquest of space 
as is the cosmonaut and astro­ 
naut feat. The ability to commu­ 
nicate with our fellowmen ev­ 
erywhere, anytime, has made 
the world shrink. We are drawn 
more closely together and talk 
to each other instead of shout­ 
ing across the vast spaces. Yet 
the 
realities of life require 
their due respect and here it is 
gratifying to be able to quote 
civilian Space Chief James E. 
Webb who said that the U.S. 
will be first in landing men on 
the moon. 
Russia has travelled a long 
distance since Peter the Great, 
and our honest congratulations 
go out to these two men and to 
the Russian people in whose 
midst they grew up, but let us 
remind the Man in the Red 
House that scientific progress is 
to serve man, not to master 
him To this end we hope that 
a common ground can be found 
to bring to a halt the race for 
destruction before it gets into 
unstoppable orbit. Khrushchev 
should reread Russian history 
and take note that Peter, the 
Great, emulated the West but 
had no desire to destroy his 
teachers.(Copyright 1962.
